For, after all, an action of a board of education can Ig 
be reversed (or upheld), either through the courts or by 
the board’s own initiative or by public pressure. And it 
can be done without the supercharged emotionalism now 
so apparent in Sierra Madre. 3j*- 

Much harder to erase will be the latent feelings of eg* 
ill will which have boiled to the surface. In this case the SS 
ugly and distorted picture of prejudice is pretty clearly ||p 
apparent. 

The decision of the School Board, although hasty in ^ 
that members did not foresee the extent of public reaction, ^ 
had been under consideration since Jan. 5. 

On that date, four Board members met in the office 
of Dr. Milton Valois, president, and discussed the letter Xfff 
which subsequently was read at the Board meeting Jan. 

28. Only one member, Kenneth Bush, was unable to attend \. jA 
the earlier session. 

I am convinced that the Board acted in good faith 
and based its decision on what a majority of its members a® 
considered constitutional requirements regarding the sepa- yp 
ration of church and state. There is not “more to this 
than meets the eye,” as some have claimed. 

The idea that one letter from a Jewish family pres- 
sured the Board into taking this action is ridiculous on 
its face. 

The more popular course would have been to ignore 
the letter, since the people of Jewish faith are greatly 
outnumbered by Christians in Sierra Madre. Furthermore, 
only one member of the Board of Education is a Jew. 

The vote, it will be recalled, was 3 to 1 in favor of 
the statement of policy, with Dr. Valois abstaining. When 
pressed to express his point of view, Dr. Valois said he 
would have voted with the majority. Only Mrs. Martha grc 
Coutant was opposed. '

Kennel Dogs Are Prominent 
Carriers of Weil’s Disease

Leptospirosis is the collective name given to a number 
of leptospiral infections that are transmitted to human 
beings from infected animals including cattle, swine, 
horses, dogs, rats and other wild rodents that are found in 
many parts of the world. 


that are reasonably effec¬ 
tive against the disease in 
dogs and cattle but none 
exist that are useful in its 
prevention among human 
beings. 

Workers exposed to the 
hazards of infection should 
be protected with boots and 
gloves. Control of rats, seg¬ 


regation of infected domes¬ 
tic animals well away from 
human living quarters, 
avoidance of contaminated 
water, and strict cleanliness 
are the best safeguards 
against leptospirosis. As in 
so many cases, an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound 
of cure.

In California, these in¬ 
fections are widespread 
among cattle, dogs, rats and 
other rodents. They are also 
present in hogs and were 
recently found in horses. 
According to reports from lo¬ 
cal veterinarians, leptospiral 
infections are occurring with 
greater frequency among 
dogs, particularly those that 
are kept in kennels. 

Leptospiral infections in 
human beings are known by 
a number of terms among 
which are Weil’s disease, 
swamp fever and hemor¬ 
rhagic jaundice, while in 
Europe “swineherd’s disease” 
is the name given to the 
most common form of the 
infection. 

THE CAUSE for the dif¬ 
ferences in nomenclature is 
not entirely due to geogra¬ 
phy, but to the type of dis¬ 
ease produced by the differ¬ 
ent strains of leptospira. In 
general, the strains from 
cattle produce an infection 
with one set of characteris¬ 
tics, those from dogs an¬ 
other, and so on through 
(he animal sources of the in¬ 
fection. 

Leptospirosis is spread 
chiefly through contamina¬ 
tion by urine from infected 
animals. The rat, that vil¬ 
lain in the history of so 
many other diseases, is per¬ 
haps the chief culprit. Actual 
infection of human beings 
may occur through contact 


with contaminated water, 
foods or animal tissue, and 
the germs may enter the 
body through an abrasion on 
the skin, or by way of the 
nose and possibly the mouth. 

The number of reported 
human cases of leptospiro¬ 
sis in California totals only 
47 since the year 1935, but 
health authorities consider 
this figure much too low. 
The inadequate statistical 
reporting of this disease is 
chiefly due to the fac* that 
only patients with acute at¬ 
tacks involving the menin¬ 
ges, kidneys or liver are 
likely to seek a physician’s 
help. 

Unfortunately, symptoms 
of leptospirosis are similar 
to those of many other dis¬ 
eases, including non-para- 
lytic poliomyelitis and old- 
fashioned grippe. The age 
of the infected person also 
has something to do with 
individual reaction to infec¬ 
tion. In general, the infec¬ 
tion in the young tends to 
geal forms, and in 'persons 
past 30 the most common 
manifestation of the illness 
is Weil’s disease. 

INDIVIDUALS Most like¬ 
ly to become infected are 
veterinarians, slaughter¬ 
house workers, kennel em¬ 
ployes, and others who may 
either live or work in an en¬ 
vironment that is subject to 
rat infestation.
